this problem because, in 1876-77 
the Republican party, in order to 
confirm the fraudulent election of 
Rutherford B. Hayes, agreed to 
abandon implementation of the 
relatively new constitutional pro- 
visions in exchange for Demo- 
cratic acceptance of the electoral 
commission's decision. 
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Hayes, greeted by critics as 
“His Fraudulency,”’ brazenly re- 
warded those who had helped the 
Steal in Louisiana and Florida. 
The South was turned over to 
those eager to exploit its re- 
sources and to profit from the 
bonds which could be profitably 
floated on rail and water lines. 


There were threats of more 
civil war and instance of vio- 
lence, but the administration was 
on the side of the vested inter- 
ests. Hayes, for example, used 
federal troops to break a strike 
of railway employes and took 
pride in the fact he had restored 
“order.” 


Part of Deal 


Newspapers, some _ gleeful- 
ly; and some angrily, noted and 
charged that the rights of the 
newly made Negro citizens were 
hypocritically abandoned as a 
part of the deal. They were. And 
since they were, the issue has 
been remindful of the legend of 
the sown dragons teeth. But 
meanwhile, the South could, as it 
did, find reason to believe. that 
the nation, despite the Constitu- 
tion, officially and permanently 
had relegated the Negro to a po- 
sition where he was a citizen in 
theory, but not in fact. 


There is explanation, if not jus- 
tification, for some of the bewild- 
erment and anger over what 
seems to many Southerners a re- 
versal and a revival of an issue 
settled long ago by the Republi- 
can administrations which for so 
long dominated the government 
and appointed carefully screened 
men to the courts. 


It was, of course, inevitable, as 
civilization progressed and two 
world wars dramatized freedom 
and human rights, that the cynical 
sell - out of 1877 would be disin- 
terred. There is no way for the 
Republican party to escape ac- 
countability for this dilemma and 
if the Deep South Democrats 
claim they were assured in 1877 
and the years thereafter that the 
issue was settled, they are right. 
They were so assured. 


But that does not remove the 
accountability then, or now. 


Long Story 


It is, if one knows the long 
story of the years which followed 
the Hayes-Tilden steal and the 
price paid, not too difficult to un- 
derstand why the South has for 
so long failed to comprehend that 
under the Constitution of the 
United States the Negro is as 
fully entitled to all the rights ac- 
corded a citizen as any other 
person. 


It was not until Franklin D. 
Roosevelt came to the White 
House that actions were begun in 
this field. The approach was be- 
gun in the courts. And there it 
has largely remained. 


Since all peoples everywhere do 
much of their thinking in terms 
of images, this bit of the past 
helps explain the present. The 
average Southerner of today, and 
his father before him, simply 
never entertained the image of 
the Negro as a citizen. His fa- 
ther knew old men Who told the 
tale of the Hayes “‘fix’’ and the 
deal whereby the Negro was re- 
moved from citizenship. So it is 
today that so many Southerners 
actually are outraged to discover 
the Negro is, under the law, just 
as much a citizen as they. 


The great need of our time is 
to see that no citizenship rights 
can be lessened and that to un- 
derstand use of public, tax-main- 
taired facilities is not commun- 
istic. It is no longer possible, 
whatever individual preferences, 
to declare such institutions barred 
to some and open. to others.

Grant Park’s big cheetah cage stood silent and empty Tuesday 
night. ‘‘Swifty’’ had stalked his last mile behind the bars of captivity. 


“He died late in the afternoon 
just when we thought he was go- 
ing to get well,”’ Parks Director 
George Simons said Tuesday night 
with a lump of sadness in his 
throat. 


“Swifty” was Simons’ favorite 
at the big Grant Park zoo. 


“It was like losing a member 
of the family,’’ Simons said. “‘We 
were real good pals.” 


The six-foot cheetah was the 
only one at the zoo. He was about 
nine years old. In fact it was 
Simons who gave “Swifty” his 
name when he joined the zoo in 
1957. 


“‘He took sick Sunday and the 
doctor looked him over,” Simons 
said. “He was sluggish and 
seemed to be suffering from a 
stomach disorder.” 


The doctor checked ‘‘Swifty” 
again Monday and early Tuesday. 
He seemed to be improving. Then 
he died. 


“The big.cats are like that,” 
Simons said. ‘““They die right out. 
Maybe it’s because they can’t tell 
you what hurts them.” 


An autopsy will be held Wednes- 
day to determine the cause of 
death.

Negroes 
Ask to Drop 
Own Appeal

In a surprise move Tuesday, 
NAACP attorneys asked Federal 
District Judge Frank A. Hooper to 
dismiss their appeal of his order 
which delayed a decision to im- 
plement the Atlanta school de- 
segregation plan. 


The appeal came on the heels 
of Judge Hooper’s March 10 deci- 
sion to wait until the Sibley com- 
mittee had completed its hear- 
ings before handing down a final 
order. Hooper. set a hearing for 
May 9, eight days after the com- 
mittee report is due. 


The new plea for dismissal 
came by mail from NAACP legal 
headquarters in New York City. 


TO WAIT ON JUDGE 


In a telephone interview Mrs. 
Constance Baker Motley, one of 
the plea’s signers, said dismissal 
of the appeal was asked because 
the attorneys had decided to go 
along with Judge Hooper’s May 9 
hearing. 


“‘We felt it would be better to 
go along with the hearing and 
see what the outcome was before 
going ahead with anything,”’ she 
said. 


Other attorneys signing the plea 
were Thurgood Marshal, _ the 
NAACP’s chief legal counsel, and 
E. E. Moore Jr., Atlanta attorney.

the possibility of suicide, Detective 
Superintendent Glyn Cowan said. 
At first it was believed Gresham 
might have placed the station 
wagon in a garage for repairs. 


A dent in the left rear fender 
of the station wagon indicated 
it could have been involved in 
a minor accident, Cowan related. 
He said investigators had not 
been able to determine whether 
the dent was there before the 
slaying. 


The medical report indicated 
the two stab wounds in the chest 
were delivered savagely. Cowan 
said he was told the first wound 
sliced a rib and left a wound 
that was serious enough to cause 
death. 


HEART PIERCED 


The second stab wound pierced 
the heart, he said. 


Cowan said the color film was 
turned over to a commercial 
studio for processing because the 
police department does not have 
facilities for such work. He ex- 
pressed hope that somewhere in 
the film police will find a clue to 
the identity of the possible mur- 
derer. 


The case was fast assuming 
some of the complexities of knotty 
murder cases which have defied 
solution.

New Riots Erupt 


At Cape Town 


JOHANNESBURG, South Africa 
(AP)—Negro rioting against South 
Africa's white supremacy laws 
erupted again Tuesday. Negroes 
burned buildings near Cape Town, 
then stoned firemen who fought 
the blazes. Police fired on the 
mobs for the second day in a row. 


New casualty figures were com- 
ing in, but there was no firm esti- 
mate of how far they would rise 
above Monday's toll of at least 
66 dead. This is a police figure 
admittedly incompléte. 


There were also several hun- 
dred injured. 


WHITES SPARED 


None of the reports mentioned 
any whites killed in the outbreaks 
that erupted during what had 
been planned as a nonviolent pro- 
test against the passes Negroes 
must carry day and night. 


Thousands of police enforced an 
uneasy truce on the Negro quar- 
ter of Sharpeville in the coal min 
ing district south of Johannesburg.

POLICE AMBUSHED 


Resentful Africans hid in the 
bush around their villages. One 
police patrol near Langa was am- 
bushed by a number of Negroes.

MOSCOW (UPI)—The Soviet 
Union exuded an atmosphere of 
serene, peaceful goodwill Tuesday 
night on the eve of- Premier 
Khrushchev’s departure for his 
state visit to Paris. 


There was a chorus of Soviet- 
French friendship and newspapers 
were filled with ‘“‘waiting for N.S. 
Khrushchev” stories from the 
French capital. There were So- 
viet-French broadcasts and ral- 
lies. 


The Russian people generally 
were glad their Nikita Sergeye- 
vitch was undertaking another 
peace mission, but major diplo- 
matic comment in Moscow re- 
volved around speculation that 
sparks would fly when the strong- 
willed Khrushchev and equally 
strong De Gaulle meet. 


Diplomats also believed Khru- 
shchev might seek to encourage 
the French President’s independ- 
ent, lone wolf tendencies which 
have caused problems for the 
Western alliance.

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Urban Renewal Is 


Permanent Problem 


If the remaining snags can be over- 
come—including finding a location for 
the 350-unit public housing project for- 
merly scheduled for the Egleston Hospital 
site—Atlanta soon will have five urban 
renewal projects under way. 

Plans for the last two have been pre- 
sented to the Board of Aldermen and will 
be aired at a public hearing on April 1. 
Net costs of the projects are estimated at 
$26,615,000, of which the federal govern- 
ment will pay two-thirds. Except for re- 
housing of displaced families in public 
projects, the cleared areas will be avail- 
able to private interests for redevelop- 
ment. 

It is impossible to estimate the future 
net gains which will accrue to the city 
as a result of redevelopment. These five 
areas alone will give the economy and 
our government tax base a terrific boost. 
But these five projects are just the be- 
ginning of what must be a permanent 
program to clear out and prevent blight. 

As Ald. Hamilton Douglas, chairman 
of the urban renewal committee of the 
board, reminds us, we must begin plan- 
ning additional projects now. Procrasti- 
nation would be costly. But if Atlanta’s 
experience follows that of other cities and 
her own experience with expressways, 
initial projects will generate such enthu- 
siasm that we cannot rebuild fast enough. 

As Atlanta grows the problem of 
blight will be constant. Neglecting it will 
bring an acceleration of results all too ap- 
parent. More people will move to the sub- 
urbs: tax income will go down while 
services become more costly; utilities will 
be neglected; slums will increase; prop- 
erty values will deteriorate and traffic 
congestion will grow worse—not to men- 
tion the social evils. 

It is good that the urban renewal 
program finally is getting under way de- 
spite all the roadblocks. But completion 
of these five projects will not be the end, 
only the beginning.

Mass Transit Facilities 
Are Only Solution Here 


Within the next few days preliminary 
steps will be taken toward easing some of 
Metropolitan Atlanta’s traffic headaches. 


The State Highway Dept. plans to let 
contracts around March 25 for initial 
work on the Airport access road and for 
another project on the circumferential 
highway. 

In addition, before April 1 the depart- 
ment expects a new study to be under 
way to explore the area’s traffic needs 
20 years from now. 


Rather than being confined to motor 
travel alone, it will deal with mass tran- 
sit including the possibility of subway or 
some other form of rapid transit. 

Past experience has shown that ex- 
pressways have become outmoded about 
as soon as they were completed. Nor are 
appropriate measures being taken to get 
the maximum use from existing freeways. 
For instance, a single minor accident can 
tie up traffic for miles. There should be 
a quicker way of unsnarling the tangle 
than that now employed. 

As for mass transit, the Metropolitan 
Planning Commission’s findings made 
public sometime ago bear out the wisdom 
emeres the state’s new study go beyond

rapid transit system, the commission pre- 
dicted that only 10 years from now 120 
radial lanes will be needed on the imme- 
diate edge of the central area plus 28 
lanes in the downtown connector phase. 

This, of course, would be a physical 
and financial impossibility. 

The Metropolitan Planning Commis- 
sion concludes that an auto-dominant ex- 
pressway system will never be able to 
carry radial loads adequately during rush 
hours, even with maximum use of buses. 
Transit innovations, such as exclusive 
right-of-way rapid transit, will be abso- 
lutely essential. 

Such findings serve to emphasize the 
importance of the new study and the role 
that rapid transit eventually must fill in 
the movement of people in and out of 
downtown Atlanta. 


With traffic strangulation virtually 
upon us, time is running out for plan- 
ning and activation of feasible methods of 
coping with the situation.

Administration Policy of Fixing Ceilings 


On Prices Termed Injustice to Consumers 


Atlanta—The past policy of the 
administration of putting a ceiling 
on prices, such as cotton, sugar, 
etc., has worked a gross injustice 
against the American public, the 
ultimate consumer. For example, 
we pay Cuba two cents a pound 
more for sugar so as to protect 
our own sugar industry but 
wouldn't we be better off if we 
bought at the world’s market price 
and subsidized the farmer for this 
two cents? It would be identically 
the same, except we wouldn’t be 
paying the two cents to the Cuban 
government and at the same time 
the consumer would get the bene- 
fit. 

The same thing happens with 
cotton. We pay considerably above 
the world market price and the 
result is we more or less price 
ourselves out of the foreign mar- 
kets and we encourage the for- 
eigner to ship cotton here, al- 
though, of course, when we ship 
cotton goods out we get a benefit 
of a refund of possibly eight cents 
a pound. But here again it doesn’t 
give the manufacturer a fair op- 
portunity to figure his cost based 
upon cost of material, etc. 

The Brannan Plan, which was 
advocated sometime ago in the 
Truman administration, was the 
only true basis upon which we 
could meet this competition. As it 
is row, we have enabled any num- 
ber of products to take advantage 
of cotton as well as other com-

Sibley Hearings Show State 


Divided on School Issue 


In the Calhoun Times 


It is apparent from the hearings now in progress before the Sibley 
Committee in the several congressional districts in the state that there 
is a wide division of sentiment on the major school problem now con- 
fronting the people; free public schools, no public schools or local 


option. 

It is impossible accurately to 
gauge public sentiment on the 
basis of those speaking before the 
Sibley Committee. Many of these 
have presented themselves as 
spokesmen for large groups such 
as chambers of commerce, PTAs, 
grand juries, county commis- 
sions, city councils, ministerial 
associations and various Civic or- 
ganizations. At. best they are 
spokesmen only for a majority of 
the membership of such groups 
— and in such cases the minori- 
ties have had no voice. 

Apparently there is a growing 
sentiment among state leaders in 
support of a statewide secret bal- 
lot to determine just which of the 
three suggested alternatives fac- 
ing the people is acceptable to 
the largest number. 

There are indications that 
some people still are misled and 
are laboring under the delusion 
that it is possible to have legally 
segregated public schools. If so, 
it is time they realized that the 
only segregated public schools 
now possible are those segregat- 
ed by mutual consent of the 
races. Perhaps an overwhelming 
majority of them could still be rua 
on this basis. For how long they 
could be so run would depend, 
perhaps, upon whether or not 
the same quality of education was 
provided for both races. 


Under local option, where each 
district could decide for itself 
whether it would close its school, 
try to work out a mutual 
agreemem for voluntary segrega- 
tion or accept some integration 
under limitations provided by a 
pupil placement plan, our schools 
would perhaps sustain the least 
amount of shock from the change 
within the next few months. 


DeKalb Supt. Jim Cherry has 
emphasized one point in the seg- 
regation controversy that has es- 
caped ‘attention in the public dis- 
cussion and perhaps has received 
but little attention from the pub- 
lic generally. He makes the point 
that locking up the schoothouses 
would not end the segregation 
fight. He calls attention to the 
fact that the lines are just being 
drawn for a continuing fight for 
integrated jobs, housing, hospit- 
als, theatres, restaurants, lunch 
counters, etc. His point is that it 
would be foolish to wreck our 
whole system of public education 
to win a battle only to find that 
we had merely. won a skirmish in 
a never-ending war, at a price 
we couldn't afford to pay. 


The hearings before the Sibley. 
Committee have done more than — 


anything that has happened to in- 
spire realistie consideration of the 
school problem. 
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a thing simply cannot be done. 
The income tax exemption should 
be at least $1,000 per year for sin- 
gle people and any “‘child’’ bring- 
ing in $600 to. the parents ex- 
chequer should have to ei- 
ther report it or add it to 
the parents’ tax report. The whole 
tax setup is unfair to the smaller 
wage earner and single people.

WASHINGTON—The only politician around 
who can put both feet into other men’s mouths, 
Democratic National Chairman Payl Butler, is 


doing far more harm than good to his favorite for the presidential 


nomination, Sen. Kennedy. Indeed, the biggest

to the rolling Kennedy bandwagon is Paul Butler and his excessive 
partiality toward the young Massachusetts senator. 


It is Butler’s future significance 
—not his past—that is really im- 
portant here. 

iis ill-concealed violation of all 
semblance of a proper neutrality 
in pushing Kennedy over the rest 
of the Democratic aspirants was 
always bad form. It is now also 
bad news to Kennedy himself. For 
Kennedy’s greatest strength as a 
candidate has lain in the fact that 
no large party faction—including 
the South—has up to now really 
wished him ill. 

Worse yet, Kennedy needs But- 
ler’s overly-eager “backing” 
about as much as a successful 
field general whose troops are 
moving forward on all fronts 
needs a psychological warfare 
“expert’’ to show him how to 
do it. 

He has, of course, stirred all 
the other Democratic presidential 
hopefuls. But far more damaging, 
Butler has now managed to give 
the Republicans the opportunity 
they wanted to try to alienate 
Kennedy’s very _ considerable 
Southern. and other conservative 
party support. 

Kennedy’s whole stance has 
been that of a reasonably and 
calmly liberal politician who 
nevertheless had no wish to read 
the conservatives out of the party 
or to promote any kind of party 
division.

Citizenship requires also a cer- 
tain attitude of the heart and 
mind, a. constructive good will 
and a readiness to give more 
than the minimum requirements 
of the law. So it is with faith.

FCC Should Add 


Art Commissioner 


WASHINGTON—Now that 


the Eisenhower 
administration has named such an able man as 
Frederick W. Ford to be chairman of the too 


long enfeebled Federal Communications Commission, the White House 
will certainly want to make a superior appointment to fill the 


place left vacant by the resignation of John C. 


It is evident that what the com- 
mission now needs most of all is 
at least one member who has had 
experience in the arts and-or edu- 
cation and who has a manifest 
concern over the content of tele- 
vision and radio — not just in the 
mechanics of the industry and the 
legalities of licensing. 

Let anyone tell you who wants 
to that this means government 
censorship. But you don’t have to 
believe him. Bear in mind that 
television-radio has to be a li- 
censed industry because the air- 
waves are public property and 
are limited in number. 

What the FCC needs is at least 
one commissioner with special 
fitness and interest in seeing that 
the stations and the networks live 
up te their public-service commit- 
ments. 

Put it this way: If for some 
reason there could be only four 
legitimate theaters and their use, 
therefore, had to be licensed in 
the public interest, you would not 
want the commission made up en- 
tirely of real estate men. You 
would want at least one commis- 
sioner who had theater experi- 
ence. 

It seems to me that the current 
vacancy on the FCC could useful- 
ly be filled by someone who has 
qualifications to consider what 
happens on television and radio

The appointee, I think, should 


be drawn from the arts or at least 
be sensitive to and interested in 
the arts and education. Such can- 
didates as the following suggest 
themselves: Brooks Atkinson, the

Committee Chairman James 
H. Gray of Albany said the meet- 
ing, at which convention dele- 
gates will be named, was sched- 
uled for this week, but was post- 
poned because of the illness of 
Gov.

of the national committee.” 


The list showed that Georgia 


ranked-45th in the nation in turn- 
in in its quota. 


Gray said the state committee 
will debate the question of finan- 
cial aid before taking any action 
on it. 

“We have not yet determined 
whether we are going to pay,” 
Gray said. ‘‘There are a number 
of considerations as to why we 
should and a number as to why 
we shouldn’t.”” He declined to 
specify the considerations.

Racial Bars Injure 


U.S., Hannah Says

GATLINBURG, Tenn.—The U.S. Civil Rights Commission is 
‘‘more convinced now than in the beginning” that infringement on 
civil rights should concern all Americans, the commission chairman 


said here Tuesday. 


Dr. John A. Hannah told school 
officials from border and South- 
ern states that denial of equal 
protection of the law in the Unit- 
ed States has created a handicap 
for this country in other parts of 
the world. 


He said Russia has been mak- 
ing widespread propaganda use of 
civil rights denials as reported in 
the American press. 


The handicap can be overcome, 
Hannah said, if “thinking people’”’ 
will realize that it is important to 
all Americans, not just members 
of minority groups. 


He said denial of voting rights 
can be stopped by legislation. He 
said racial discrimination in 
housing and public education will 
be overcome more slowly and by 
non-legislative means. He said 
the best solution in each com- 
munity—in Northern and Southern 
states—will be the one that is 
worked out at the community 
level. 


Hannah made these statements 
in remarks concluding a two-day 
conference on “Problems of 
Schools in Transition From the 
Educator’s Viewpoint.” He 
thanked the educators who par- 
ticipated in the conference and 
told them that explaining their 
experiences would help communi- 
ties solve similar problems in the 
future. 


Also participating in Tuesday’s 
session were T. Wilson Cahall, 


assistant to the school superin- 
tendent in Washington County, 
Md.; Williant Henry Oliver, school 
superintendent at Nashville, 
Tenn.; Dr. Aaron Brown, educa- 
tional project director for the 
Phelps-Stokes Fund, and Dr. 
Daniel Schreiber of the New York 
City Department of Education. 


Dr. Brown, former administra- 
tor at Albany State College and 
Ft. Valley State College, called 
for more adult educational facili- 
ties, particularly for Negro par- 
ents of school-age children in the 
South. 


Oliver said Nashville’s grade-a- 
year desegration was easier this 
year than last. 


Dr. Whittier said desegrega- 
tion had had no bad effects on 
scholastic standards. He said 
some Negro students chose to 
stay in all-Negro schools because 
they didn’t want to be “over- 
shadowed by large numbers of 
whites” and because they were 
hot capable of competing with the 
white students academically. 


Cahall discussed educational 
television as a means of “bridg- 
ing the gap” for Negroes who 
found themselves inadequately 
prepared for the higher stan- 
dards of integrated schools (as 
;compared to formerly all-Negro 
ones). 

He said his system was cur- 
rently making full use of closed- 
circuit ‘television for classroom 


teaching.

Although defeated on the voting 
referee proposal, Southern con- 
gressmen scored three important 
victories in a busy day of civil 
rights debate. 


One of these Dixie triumphs 
came on a 173 to 8 vote weaken- 
ing a section of the Eisenhower 
adininistration’s civil rights bill 
dealing with the education of chil- 
dren of servicemen, 


The other two southern suc- 
cesses were on points of order 
against two strengthening amend- 
ments offered by Rep. Emanuel 
Celler (D-NY). 


Celler attempted to tack an 
anti-poll tax amendment onto the 
bill, but Rep. Howard Smith 
(D-Va) objected that it was not 
germane, and the Virginian’s 
point of order was sustained by 
Rep. Francis FE. Walter (D-Pa), 
who was presiding. 


Then Celler attempted to intro- 
duce a “‘title three” amendment 
empowering the attorney general 
to initiate lawsuits to enforce all 
kinds of civil rights, including 
the right to attend a non-segre- 
gated school. 


Rep. Edwin E. Willis (D-La) 
raised a point of order on this 
one and he, too, was sustained 
by Chairman Walter with a ruling 
the amendment was not germane. 


This “‘title three” proposal, 
stricken from the 1957 civil rights 
bill but revived by Northern civil 
rights advocates, already has been 
turned down in the Senate. It was 
aimed toward abolishing practic- 
ally every vestige of racial segre- 
gation in the South. 


However, the Senate on two oc- 
casions now has clearly indicated 
it is not ready to go that far in 
civil rights legislation. 


Before quitting work for the 
day the House took up an amend- 
ment by Rep. J. Carlton Loser 
(D-Tenn) to an anti-bombing sec- 
tion of the civil rights bill. 


The Loser amendment is similar 
to one adopted last week in the 
Senate, making it a federal crime 
to transport explosives across 
state lines to bomb any building 
or vehicle. 


This section of the bill makes 
it a federal crime to flee across 
state lines to escape prosecytion 
for the bombing of any structure 
or vehicle. Aimed originally at 
hate bombings of schools or 
churches, it now has been broad- 
ened in both houses to include 
labor bombings as well. 


An important Southern amend- 
ment agreed to by the House 
Tuesday was the one dealing with 
the education of servicemen’s 
children. 


This section of the bill was 
drafted to provide for the educa- 
tion of servicemen’s children when 
local schools are closed by state 
action to avoid racial integration. 


As written, it would have em- 
powered the U.S. commissioner of 
education to move in and take 
over any public school built with 
federal aid money.

NONTAXABLE INCOME — Re- 
member that all income is not 
taxable. Social Security benefits, 
certain employe retirement bene- 
fits, sick pay and, for the State 
of Georgia, interest on U.S. gov- 
ernment bonds, are some of the 
items not taxable. Check careful- 
ly on any unusual type of income 
which you have to make sure that 
you do not unnecessarily pay tax 
on it. 


CLAIM YOUR DEPENDENTS 
—$600 exemption is allowed for 
each qualified dependent on the 
federal and state return. Any 
close relative for whom you con- 
tribute over one-half of the sup- 
port probably qualifies as a de- 
pendent. 


Check the rules again on this to 
be sure that you have listed and 
claimed all those allowable, and 
do not forget your own or your 
wife’s personal exemption of $600 
with an extra $600 each for being 
over 65 years of age or blindness. 


OTHER INCOME—In previous 
articles, the special tax treatment 
of rental and investment income 
and income from pensions and 
retirement was discussed. On the 
returns, there are special places 
for reporting these items, and you 
must report them properly in or- 
der to gain any tax saving which 
might be possible. 


Not all of these items are tax- 


able and some are only partly 
taxable, so read the instructions 
with the tax return before you 
fill out the schedule on these 
items.

IF YOU LIST DEDUCTIONS— 
Charitable contributions, taxes, 
interest, child care expense, cas- 
ualty losses, medical expense and 
other deductions can be listed and 
can result in substantial tax sav- 
ing for you if the total of these 
items is more than 10 per cent 
of your total income. 


If they do not equal at least 10 
per cent of your income, then on 
your federal return a standard de- 
duction of 10 per cent of your in- 
come, but not over certain stated 
limits, can be taken and will prob- 
ably result in your paying less 
tax. 


These deductions should be list- 
ed on a work sheet and added up 
before the return is actually pre- 
pared, then several computations 
should be made to find the cheap- 
est way of reporting before the 
return is made finally for filing. 


BUSINESS EXPENSE AC- 
COUNTS — Read again the arti- 
cles on reporting of employe’s ex- 
pense accounts. Very special rules 
have beén made by the Internal 
Revenue Service for the report- 
ing of the amounts that you re- 
ceive from your employer and the 
amounts that you spend as busi- 
ness expense. 


By properly reporting these 
items on your return, you can 
save both yourself and the federal 
and State revenue departments a 
great. deal of work in the review- 
ing and auditing of your return in 
the future. 


KEEP YOUR RECORDS — Be 
sure that each item on your re- 
turn can be properly substanti- 
ated in the event of an examina- 
tion by the federal or state 
agents. Any time within three 
years after the return has been 
filed you may be called upon to 
produce your records and explain 
any item of income or deduction 
shown on your return. 


Any item of deduction which 
cannot properly be proved may 
be disallowed and you might be 
required to pay additional income 
tax and interest. Therefore, your 
records should be saved for at 
least three years after you have 
filed your return. After that, no 
change can be made in your re- 
turn, unless there has been a 
large omission of income or un- 
less the return is fraudulent.

375 Ask 
New School 


At Smyrna

Smyrna Elementary School may 
be a fire trap, but there is strong 
disagreement as to what kind. 

Three hundred and 75 patrons 
of the school examined the issue 
Tuesday night and came up with 
a clear-cut opinion as to what 
they wantec.

The PTA, meeting in the school 
gymnasium, voted to get a new 
school at once or, failing in that, 
to make the old one over into a 
monument of safety. 


ACTION DOUBTED 


Some officials doubted that ei- 
ther alternative was feasible. 


The issue of whether the school 
is a fire trap came up when the 
PTA, at its February meeting, 
showed a film of the 1958 Chicago 
school fire in which 95 children 
were killed. 


Patrons of the Smyrna school 
took a second look at the old 
building, The deputy fire marshal 
was invited out to take a look. 


He drew up a list of 10 recom- 
mendations for correcting the sit- 
uations. 


BOILER DOOR DEBATED 


It was his first recommenda- 
tion—to install a self-closing de- 
vice on the boiler room door— 
that caused most of the debate at 
Tuesday night’s meeting. 


Paul Crump, principal of the 
school, said the building was cer- 
tainly a fire trap, but he dis- 
agreed with almost every one of 
the deputy fire marshal’s recom- 
mendations. 


He said the boiler room door, 
for example, was already 
equipped with a self-closing de- 
vice. A look at the door bore him 
out. 


“The building is old and it’s 
wood and it is inherently a fire 
hazard,”’ he said, “but none of 
these recommendations will help 
anybody.” 


PANEL APPOINTED 


Crump demonstrated his feel- 
ings even better when he said: 

“I can empty this school of 
children in a minute and 15 sec- 
onds in case of fire; and if it be- 
comes necessary, | promise I will 
prefer charges against anyone who 
calls the fire department, except 
to save the surrounding build- 
ings.”’ 

Mrs. J. R. McDaniel, president 
of the PTA, appointed a. nine- 
member committee to pursue the 
question of whether the school is 
a fire hazard. 


The Smyrna town council is 
backing her effort. But Mayor 
George W. Keeler said nothing 
could be done until a countywide 
school bond election is held. 


Some parents wanted to vote on 
a Smyrna school bond issue. But 
the mayor said it couldn’t be done 
on a local basis.

If the local system has enough 
rooms for current enrollment and 
projected enrollment for the next 
10 years, then it may use the new 
state funds for:

3. Building gymnasiums and au- 
ditoriums—provided the local sys- 
tem matches the funds. 


Dr. Claude Purcell, state super- 
intendent of education, said he did 
not think any bonds would be 
issued until after the general 
election in November. 


CLOSINGS COVERED 


If a proposed constitutional 
amendment to put the state’s 
guarantee behind authority bonds 
is approved in the general elec- 
tion, he said, the authority will 
be able to get a better bond 
rate. 


Purcell said he believed that if 
any school system were closed 
because of integration, no bonds 
would be floated for that system. 


However, funds due that sys- 
tem probably would be held in 
escrow, he added. 


In other business, the _ state 


board decided to authorize local 
boards of education to approve 
fund-raising drives by pupils. 


MODIFIES BAN 


The state board’s decision modi- 
fies an outright ban on student 
drives adopted last year. 


The change of heart apparently 
stems from a resolution adopted 
by the 1960 General Assembly 
urging the board to rescind the 
ban. 


Under the new regulations, local 
boards must specifically au- 
thorize each drive individually, 
and the action must be recorded 
in the local board’s minutes. 


Left in effect by the state board 
was a rule which states that any 
school superintendent who per- 
mits drives without his board’s 
authorization will lose his state- 
supplied pay.

Mrs. Boland, a past president 
of the Women’s Volunteer Corps 
for Civil Defense, was last week 
awarded the first certification 
in Atlanta from Civil Defense 
for her home shelter. 


FOOD SUPPLY 


In the 10-foot-square area in 
the basement at the Boland 
home, 380 Robinhood Rd., NE, 
Mrs. Boland has collected a two 
weeks supply of food and mate- 
rials needed to sustain her fam- 
ily for two weeks in event of

disaster. The shelter area, in 
the center of the house, is walled 
with cinder blocks covered with 
concrete. In the corner of the 
shelter stands a 40-gallon water 
area. Around the walls are the 
cabinets and chests. 


The shelves of two cabinets 
are stacked with canned and 
packaged food supplies, enough 
to feed her family of five for 
the 14-day period they might be 
forced to stayin, the shelter 
as protection from radioactive 
fallout. Drinking water, seven 
gallons per person, is kept in 
tightly capped jugs. 


EXTRA WATER 


For extra drinking water or 
water for washing, Mrs. Boland 
could tap the water heater. 
And if time permitted after 
warning signals were broadcast, 
Mrs. Boland could fill her 
empty canning jars with water. 


In the drawers of the chest, 
Mrs. Boland has stored extra 
clothing, blankets, medical sup- 
plies, books and games. In a 
suitcase are foil-wrapped sheets 
which have been sterilized by 
heating them in the oven. These 
can be used as bandages, Mrs. 
Boland pointed out. 


On one chest stands a two- 
burner gasoline stove for cook- 


and heating. On another is a 
transistor radio tuned to the 
Conelrad frequency of 640 or 
1240. A hurricane lamp and ex- 
tra candles and matches for 
light ‘are kept close at hand; 
extra batteries are stored in a 
sealed jar. A fire extinguisher 
is in one of the drawers of a 
chest. 


On the bottom shelf of one 
cabinet Mrs. Boland pointed 
out an emergency kit for the 
car which would be ready to 
take along in case of orders for 
immediate evacuation. In the 
basket are canned foods, enough 
to feed the Boland family for 
three days. 


Mrs. Boland, who is also Civil 
Defense chairman for the At- 
lanta PTA Council, said she 
prepared her shelter by sim- 
ply ‘finding a use for the 
things that were cluttering up 
my: storage space upstairs.”’ 


The only articles she bought 
especially for the shelter area 
were a plastic garbage can and 
the gasoline stove. The extra 
groceries she just picked up 
with her regular supplies. 


20,000 HOMES 


Though Mrs. Boland’s shelter 
is the first one certified in the 
Atlanta area, Civil Defense Di- 
rector Elliott R. Jackson said 
the Civil Defense goal for the 
Metropolitan Atlanta area is ‘‘a 
minimum of 10 per cent of 
homes—20,000 homes—equipped 
with a shelter area by the end 
of the year.” 


Though a basement shelter 
area is preferable, Mr. Jack- 
son emphasized that homes 
without basements can prepare 
an emergency shelter in an in- 
sice hallway, room or corridor. 


The purpose of the shelter is 
to provide the family a place 
to live for two weeks, safe 
from radioactive fallout and 
equipped with all the supplies 
the family will need, he said.

Gangrene 
Itself Not 


Contagious 


By JOSEPH G. MOLNER, M.D. 


Dear Dr. Molner: Is gangrene 
of the leg contagious? Or is 
there any danger of infection 
during a visit with such a per- 
son?—Mrs. E. H. 


Gangrene is due to plugged ar- 
terial circulation. It is not con- 
tagious in itself. But the pres- 
ence of odor means that infection 


has invaded the area of gangrene | 


and due precautions should, of 
course, be taken to keep that area 
covered. To make it plainer, a 
cut finger isn't contagious. If the 
cut becomes infected, then keep 


the infection from being trans- | 


ferred to anyone else, or to any 
other part of the person who has 
the infected cut. 


Dear Dr. Molner: Will you! 
write about impetigo? I was | 


told it was an inflammation of 
the skin. What causes it? Does 
it ever disappear for good, or 
does it recur? Is diet a factor? 
—Mrs. I. P. 


Impetigo is a highly contagious | 


infection of the skin, often seen 
in smal] children. It is due to the 
staphyloccoccus (‘or “staph’’) 
germ. It is probably conveyed by 
some person with a’“‘staph” in- 
fection: perhaps a boil, stye or 
“staph” infection in the nose or 
some other part of the body. 


Diet has nothing to do with it. 
Treatment includes extreme 
cleanliness; care in handling the 
infected area (as the germ may, 
in turn, spread to others), and 
the use of antibiotics. When you 
are rid of it, it will not recur 
unless in some way the germ is 
picked up again.
